Having gradually transferred the employes to the wnr in 


'dnsrries, it should now help to restore them gradually to the industries 
•from which they were removed. 
To facilitate this important work, it is 


necessary to keep open the government, employment offices BO that they 
may assist in getting the. men and women dropped from the munition 
works back to the other industries for which they are best adapted. 


There is no possibility of putting everybody back on the jobs they 


held before the, war: hut time and opportunity should be allowed for the 
readjustment so that it may be carried out with a minimum of disturb- 
ance and of unemployment. 
Any sudden fall in the prices of commodi- 


ties would also cause more or less trouble. 


It seems that what is particularly needed is, that the government 


shall not relinquish its hold on the Industrie's of the country until such 
times as the, peace, industries shall have absorbed 
most of the labor 


forces that will have to change back to former lines of work because the 
war is over. 


In the home coming of the soldiers too, cnre must be exercised not 


to bring them so quick!}' that the industries where they locate will be 
overwhelmed in finding them jobs. With due care and circumspection on 
the part of the government, the reversion to pence industries can be 
made without serious loss or inconvenience, but not otherwise.
